Hartford, Conn., November 30, 1906. 

To His Excellency, Henry Roberts, Governor: 

Sir: — I have the honor to submit herewith, the twentieth 
annual report of the Factory Inspector, giving the number of in- 
spections made in factories, bakeries, mercantile, (public and 
other buildings, also specifying, in tabular form the orders issued 
from this office, correcting unsafe and unlawful conditions re- 
vealed through the inspections made ; also, showing compliances 
and non-compliances of orders given. 

During the fiscal year ended September 30, 1906, 1,981 fac- 
tories, 351 bakeries, and 484 elevators located in mercantile, and 
public buildings, were examined. Of the 351 bakeries, many 
were visited twice, as a total of 497 inspections were made. It 
has also been found necessary to visit the elevators located in 
mercantile, public and other buildings oftener than in the fac- 
tories. The wear on quick speed elevators is greater than on 
the slow factory type, and the cables and working parts of the 
machinery are many times short lived. Each mercantile elevator 
has been inspected about every four months, as 1,145 inspec- 
tions have been made of this type of elevators.

In the 1,981 factories visited, 151,383 of the employes were 
male and 52,887 were female. 1,651 of the 1,981 factories were 
found in good condition, but in 330 places, changes were ordered. 

The enforcement of the new foundry law, which took ef- 
fect August 15, 1905, increased the number of orders given this 
year.

INDUSTRIAL GROWTH. 

Many new factories have been erected, and established plants 
have been increased in size. An idle plant is now seldom seen. The 
report of 1901 contained a list of factories which were idle and 
which were capable of being run by water, steam or other power. 
The locations were given, size of plant, and as far as practical 
a description of the horse power furnished. Many inquiries 
had been received previous to the publication of the report of 
1901, regarding idle water powers. Since that time most of the 
desirable water powers of this state have been purchased, and 
used for manufacturing or lighting purposes. Inquiries from 
parties who desire floor space in factories where power is fur- 
nished are occasionally received, and if information cannot be 
given by this department, they are turned over to the local Board 
of Trade in vicinity where they wish to locate. The local Board 
of Trade in most cities shows a marked interest in any manufac- 
turer who wishes to establish a factory in Connecticut. Frequent- 
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ly, however, the inquiries result in referring them to a location 
which has been recently vacated by another manufacturer. Such 
changes are constantly taking place in our large cities, which con- 
tain many buildings in which power and floor space are furnished 
to small manufacturing concerns. It is realized that the pros- 
perity of this state depends largely upon the success of its fac- 
tories. 

Many of the new factories which have been erected during 
the past year are of re-enforced concrete construction, and prac- 
tically fire proof. 

The list of factories found in the last part of this report 
contains the names of manufacturers, their location, and the gen- 
eral line of their production. This list is used as a reference by 
manufacturers and traveling men, and is corrected up to date 
each year. 

VENTILATION. 

The best method of securing good ventilation in factories is 
engaging the careful thought of ventilating engineers and owners 
of factories throughout Connecticut. 

How to change the air of the room which has become im- 
pure by dust, poisonous gases arising from work carried on, or 
by crowding too many employes in a small room, and supplying 
a sufficient amount of pure air, properly heated and free from 
dangerous drafts is a problem that is sometimes hard to solve. 
Much good is being done by ventilating systems that carry the 
dust away from polishing and buffing wheels, tumbling barrels, 
excessive steam from plating rooms, poisonous gases from dip 
rooms, and dust arising in the use of wood working machinery. 

The orders which have been issued to provide better ventil- 
ation have been well complied with, as is shown in the table of 
inspections made. 

Three months are given under the law governing ventilation, 
to comply with an order to introduce and operate compliances 
and devices to remove dust. 

It has been found necessary to sometimes allow a longer time 
than three months, as ventilating concerns could not get the 
sheet metal needed for piping, or had other contracts to finish 
first. 

In the laws of most other states there is a clause requiring 
a minimum of 250 feet of air space to each employe in work 
room. In this state, however, there is no such clause in the fac- 
tory law. Very few instances of overcrowding have been found, 
and these occurred by making temporary changes, and were rem- 
edied later. 
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GUARDING OF DANGEROUS MACHINERY. 

Exposed gears on machinery are usually guarded at the 
foundries and machine shops where they are built, and come to 
the manufacturer who purchases and operates them, fairly well 
guarded. This is one of the good results of factory inspection, 
as it is realized by all manufacturers that if machinery is not 
guarded at dangerous points, they are apt to be called on to 
make the changes themselves, which are often quite an expense. 

Advise is sometimes asked of an inspector if such a cover- 
ing on a certain gear would not be an additional safeguard, and 
if advised that it will be, they furnish such a guard, and when, 
ordering new machinery they stipulate in their order that ma- 
chines shall be so equipped. 

It is not always possible to guard a dangerous part of a 
machine. This is particularly true with punch and drop presses, 
which are the cause of accidents to many employes working on 
such machines. 

At some places visited a small stick is used to release the 
metal caught in the die, but many workmen lose their fingers 
by removing such metal with the bare hand. Several complaints 
have been received during the year that employes in certain fac- 
tories had their fingers crushed on account of punch presses 
being out of order. 

A mechanic familiar with presses was sent to such factories, 
and not a machine was found running which was not all right. 
No practical guard that will be out of the way and not interfere 
with the work has yet been devised for all punch and drop 
presses, although a dial feed on special work can sometimes be 
used and lessen danger, and until some method is found whereby 
all such machines can be guarded, many accidents entailing the 
loss of one or more fingers will occur. 

The danger arising in operating presses should be carefully 
explained to new operatives, and only an intelligent class of la- 
bor should be selected for such work. 

Saws, planers, shapers, and other wood-working machinery 
cause severe accidents. Guards provided, are many times not 
used, because it is too much trouble to adjust them. 

Projecting set screws in collars on shafting and on other 
machinery have caused several accidents. 

Many orders to cover or sink them flush have been com- 
plied with, but at a later inspection, set screws projecting from 
the face of the collar at least one-half inch were found. The 
reason given for substituting a headless set screw by a project- 
ing one, is that the headless screw would not hold the collar se- 
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curely. This is a needless practice as a headless screw will us- 
ually hold if the shaft is spotted or drilled to receive point of 
screw. Another method to protect set screws in collars from 
'coming in contact with the person who is oiling) bearings or 
throwing on belts, is by taking a piece of flexible leather, cut the 
width of collar, and cutting out the leather to receive screw head, 
then winding the leather around the collar, and as the set screw 
is encountered, cutting out the stock, and winding until the head 
of the screw is below the covering, then fasten with small brads 
or tacks. Such covering should always be wound with the re- 
volution of the shaft, and not against it. Old pieces' of leather 
belting which are suitable for such covering can be found in 
most any factory. 

ELEVATORS. 

Elevators located in factories have been carefully examined 
and many notices sent, requiring changes to conform with the 
law. All orders given for sucH changes appear in tables, show- 
ing changes ordered in factories. 

Elevators of the mercantile class have also received careful 
examination. Ninety-six orders have been issued to make changes, 
which have been complied with without any protest. In the year 
previous one hundred and fifty-one orders were issued. Tt is 
noticed that the cables are found in better condition this year 
than in previous year. Many hoisting machines which have been 
thoroughly overhauled are now running smoothly. Sliding el- 
evator gates have been adjusted and repaired, so they cannot be 
easily opened by anyone except the elevator attendants, and then 
only by key. 

Several boys under sixteen years of age were found oper- 
ating passenger elevators, and were removed at the request of 
the inspector. Whenever an elevator attendant has been noticed 
starting his machine before the doors were properly latched, he 
has been told that the first thing he should do is to close the door 
and then start the machine, as it is dangerous to do otherwise. 

FOUNDRIES. 

There are some industries which from the nature of the 
work carried on are extremely dusty and unpleasant. This is 
particularly true of many iron foundries, as the dust and smoke 
arising at certain times is very dense, and extremely hard to re- 
move from the person, except by the liberal use of soap and 
warm water. The facilities for washing in some foundries were 
complained of by the employes. 
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" The Iron Moiders Union of North America " were instru- 
mental in having passed at the last General Assembly an act 
entitled, " Toilet Rooms in Foundries." 

It stated that the factory inspector shall have power and au- 
thority by order to that effect to require the proprietor of any 
foundry in this state in which ten or more men are employed, and 
situated in a locality where there is such system for the disposal 
of sewage as to make such order practicable, to provide for the 
use of such employes a toilet room of such suitable dimensions 
as such inspector may determine, containing washbowls or sinks 
connected with running water, with facilities for heating the 
same, such room to be directly connected with such foundry 
building, properly heated, ventilated, and .protected from the dust 
of said foundry. 

The penalty for violation of any order was made the same 
as under the general law regarding die non-compliance of orders 
of the factory inspector. 

A deputy, familiar with foundries, was detailed to visit the 
factories which had a foundry department, to see that they com- 
plied with the law. 

About eighty per cent, of the orders issued by this depart- 
ment relating to the foundry act have been complied with. The 
balance are exempted on account of lack of sewage system, or 
not having ten molders employed, or will be completed in the 
near future in buildings to be erected. 

At some places visited new foundries were going to be built and 
a compliance with the law at the time of inspection would mean 
an unnecessary expense, as the room set apart would not be large 
enough, nor could it be arranged so easily as when building a 
new foundry. By waiting a few months, model washrooms have 
been provided in many instances. Several times the writer has 
been asked to hurry the plumber or contractor, if possible, as 
they could not get the work done. Time to make changes has 
been extended in such instances, as it is realized that under the 
present activity in the building and building supply trades it has 
been many times impossible to get work done in the specified time. 

SANITARY COKtHTIONS. 

Section 4,516 of the revised statutes states that all factories 
and buildings where machinery is used shall be lighted, ventil- 
ated, and kept as clean as the nature of the business will permit. 
Section 4,519 states that every person or corporation, managing 
or operating any factory, where five or more hands are employed, 
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shall provide suitable water-closet accomodations. 

The plumbing ordinances of our large cities differ in their 
requirements concerning the number of closets for the number of 
people using them. Although one closet for every twenty-five or 
thirty persons seems to be called for in most places. There are 
many new factories being erected today, and inquiries are often 
received along this line. 

The answer is always given that one closet for every twenty- 
five persons, subject to the approval of the local plumbing in- 
spector, is a safe allowance. It is also stated that the closets 
erected for male and female employes should have separate ap- 
proaches. In connection with the closets for female employes a 
washroom, containing running hot and cold water, and a suitable 
place to hang clothing should be furnished. 



NATIONAL LEGISLATION WHICH WILL BENEFIT 
EMPLOYES AND MANUFACTURERS. 

Wood alcohol is largely used in the hat industries of this 
state to dissolve the shellac, forming the stiffening of hats, for 
the making of metal lacquers in other place's, and for various 
other uses. 

During 1897 a special investigation of the conditions effect- 
ing the eight thousand employes engaged in the hatting trade 
was made by the present inspector and deputy inspector, Mr. 
Preston B. Sibley. In the stiffening and drying rooms visited, 
men were found temporarily blinded from the fumes arising 
from the wood alcohol, but after keeping their eyes bandaged and 
resting awhile they would usually recover, though sometimes it 
was necessary to have the services of a physician, and a rest for a 
number of days. Although work in such places was painful, 
the employes many times -worked as long as they could, or until 
others could take their places. The hat manufacturers, when 
asked why some other chemical, not as dangerous or unpleasant 
as wood alcohol could not be substituted, said that the use 
of methylated alcohol, free from any revenue tax was allowed 
in the arts and industries of European nations, and owing to the 
competition with such countries, which made and exported hats, 
they could not afford to use domestic alcohol, on which there 
was a revenue tax of approximately $2.10 per gallon, besides the 
cost of manufacture. Samples of different known brands of 
wood alcohol used were procured for analysis. The chemist em- 
ployed stated that the samples were crudely refined, which ac- 
counted for the injurious effects noticed. 
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The result of this investigation was sent to Hon. E. J. Hill, 
M.C., of the Fourth Congressional District of Connecticut, who 
as early as 1895, introduced a bill in reference to free alcohol to 
be used in the arts and industries, and who was greatly inter- 
ested regarding remedial legislation. All efforts of the friends 
of this bill to bring about changes failed, but after many years 
of persistent work, June 7, 1906, Congress enacted the dena- 
tured alcohol bill, providing for the withdrawal from bond, tax 
free after January 1, 1907. A synopsis of which is as follows: 

After January 1, 1907, domestic alcohol of such a degree of 
proof as prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, may be with- 
drawn from bond without the payment of internal revenue tax, 
for use in the arts and industries, and for fuel, light and power, 
provided said alcohol shall have been mixed in the presence and 
under the direction of an authorized government officer, after 
withdrawal from the distillery warehouse, with methyl alcohol 
or other denaturing material, or materials, or admixture of the 
same, suitable to the use for which the alcohol is withdrawn, 
but which destroys its character as a beverage and renders it un- 
fit for liquid medicinal purposes. 

Denatured alcohol, which on account of its cheapness and 
its superior qualities, will largely supercede wood alcohol in many 
places, and its use will be a great benefit, not only to the manu- 
facturers in meeting competition with other countries in their 
line, but to the employes themselves, who will not be forced to 
breathe air poisoned by the evaporation of the wood alcohol. 

BAKERIES. 

A marked improvement has been noticed in the condition of 
bakeries. Some undergrade shops have been closed. New first 
floor shops, which can be properly lighted, ventilated, and kept 
in a good sanitary condition have taken their places. 

The following table shows the number, location and condi- 
tion of bakeries from the year 1897 to 1906 inclusive:

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In the cities two inspections of the bakeries have been made, 
one in the warm weather and one in the cold weather. In this 
manner the inspector can arrive at a fairer judgment of their 
conditions. In summer, some shops partly under grade were 
found in good condition, but in the spring, on account of their 
location, and insufficient drainage, they were flooded with water. 

Certificates are issued to all owners of bakeries who have 
complied with the bakeshop laws, but if on a later inspection the 
shops are found in an unsanitary condition, the certificates are 
revoked, and new ones are not given until orders have been com- 
plied with. By this method, very little trouble is incurred in the 
enforcement of the bakeshop orders. The law also specifies that 
if a certificate is issued, it shall be posted in a conspicuous place 
in bakery. 

THE APPOINTMENT OF A WOMAN DEPUTY 
FACTORY INSPECTOR. 

Many requests have been received urging the appointment 
of a woman deputy factory inspector in addition to the present 
force. . Such requests have come from several organ- 
izations of women, and from individuals, who at the 
present time are doing good work in their efforts to better the 
conditions of working girls. Many states having a factory in- 
spection department, have women deputy factory inspectors, who 
are doing good work under the law requiring {he examination of 
tenement houses, where clothing and other articles are manufac- 
tured, and in the inspection of mercantile buildings and factories, 
where many females are employed. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I therefore recommend the enactment of such legislation by 
the next General Assembly as will provide for the appointment 
of a woman deputy factory inspector in addition to the present 
force, whose duty shall be to look into the conditions of the fe- 
male employes in both mercantile and factory buildings. This 
legislation will make our laws conform with those of other states 
regarding inspection where women deputies are employed. 

I would also like to call your attention to the Twenty-first 
Annual Convention of the International Association of Factory 
Inspectors, which is to be held in Hartford, in the early part of 
the summer, 1907.

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Laws of Connecticut Relating to 

Factories and Factory Inspections 



Except when otherwise stated the following Laws and Sec- 
tions are from the General Statutes of 1902: 

CHAPTER 97, PUBLIC ACTS OF 1903. 

An Act concerning, the Appointment of a Factory Inspector 
and his Deputies, and defining their duties and fixing their 
Salaries. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Assembly convened: 

Section 1. The governor shall, with the consent of the sen- 
ate, on or before the fifteenth day of May, A. D. 1903, and 
before the first day of May quadrennially thereafter, appoint 
a factory inspector, who shall hold office for four years and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. The governor 
may remove the inspector for cause. Said factory inspector 
shall receive an annual salary of twenty-five hundred dollars and 
necessary expenses. 

Sec. 2. The inspector shall examine all elevators, whether 
in factories, mercantile establishments, storehouses, workhouses, 
dwellings, or other buildings, and may order hoistways, hatch- 
ways, elevator wells, and well holes to be protected by trapdoors, 
self-closing hatches, safety catches, or other safeguards as will 
insure the safety of all persons therein. Due diligence shall be 
used to keep such trapdoors closed at all times, except when 
in actual use by an occupant of the building having the use and 
control of the same. All elevator cabs or cars, whether used for 
freight or passengers, shall be provided with some suitable me- 
chanical device, if considered necessary by said inspector, where- 
by the cab or car will be securely held in the event of accident 
to .the shipper rope or hoisting machinery, or from any similar 
cause, and said mechanical device shall at all times be kept in 
good working order. 
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56 FACTORY INSPECTION LAWS. 

Sec. 3. The inspector may from time to time appoint depu- 
ties to assist him in the performance of his duties. Such depu- 
ties shall have the same power and authority as the inspector, 
subject to his approval. Each of said deputies shall receive a 
compensation of five dollars per day for actual services, and his 
necessary expenses incident to the performance of the duties <of 
his office. The total amount expended under this section shall 
not exceed in any one year seven thousand dollars, which shall 
be paid upon proper vouchers by the deputies, signed by the in- 
spector. 

Sec. 4. Sections 4514, 4^17 and 4526, and all other provi- 
sions of the general statutes inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from its passage. Approved 
May 12, 1903. 

Duties of Factory Inspector. 

§4515. The inspector shall, as often as practicable, examine 
all buildings and places where machinery is used, and may en- 
ter such buildings and places at all proper times for the purposes 
of inspection. He shall, on or before the first of December in 
each year, make a report to the governor of the condition, as re- 
spects safety to life and health, of the factories, buildings and 
' places visited by him. 

Sanitary Condition of Factories. 

§4516. All factories and buildings where machinery is used 
shall be well lighted, ventilated, and kept as clean as the nature 
of the business will permit. The belting, shafting, gearing, ma- 
chinery and drums of all factories and buildings where machin- 
ery is used, when so placed as, in the opinion of the inspector, 
to bfc dangerous to the persons employed therein while engaged 
in their ordinary duties, shall, as far as practicable, be securely 
guarded. No machinery other than steam engines in a factory 
shall be cleaned while running after notice forbidding the same 
is given by the inspector to the owners or operators of the fac- 
tory. 

Use of Stained Glass Windows Forbidden. 

§4518. Every person, firm or corporation, using stained, 
painted or corrugated glass in factory windows, where the same 
is injurious to the eyes of the workmen therein, shall remove 
the same upon the order of the factory inspector. 
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Water-Closets to be Provided. 

§4519. Every person or corporation managing or operating 
any factory, or owning or controlling the use of any other build- 
ing where more than five persons are employed, shall provide 
and keep in good sanitary condition suitable water-closet accom- 
modations for the use of the persons employed. 

Notice of Complaints ly Inspector. 

§4520. The inspector shall enforce the provisions of this 
chapter by giving proper orders or notices to the persons or 
corporations owning, operating or managing the factories or 
buildings inspected by him, and shall make complaint to the 
state's attorney of all violations of this chapter. 

Order to Remove Excessive Dust. 

§4521. Whenever the inspector, on complaint of any person, 
shall find it necessary, for the preservation of the health of the 
employees in any manufacturing establishment, factory, or mill 
in which is carried on the business of buffing, polishing or grind- 
ing metals, or any operations in which an excessive amount of 
dust is generated, that such dust should be removed from 
the atmosphere of the rooms or apartments used for that pur- 
pose, he shall, in writing, direct the person, or corporation 
owning, occupying, or carrying on business in such premises, 
within three months from .the date of said order, to introduce 
and operate such appliances or devices as may be necessary to 
remove, so far as the nature of the business will permit, such 
excessive dust or foreign matter; provided, that such appliances 
or devices do not restrict or interfere with the aforesaid business 
or operations. 

CHAPTER 53, PUBLIC ACTS, 1903. 
Penalty for Violation of Orders. 

Section 4522 of the General Statutes is hereby amended to 
read as follows : 

Every owner, lessee, or occupant of a factory or building in- 
cluded within the provisions of this chapter, or owning or con- 
trolling the use of any room in such building, shall, for the 
violation of any provision of §4516, 4518, 4519 or 4521, or 
for obstructing or hindering the inspector of factories or his 
deputies in carrying out the duties imposed on them by law, be 
fined not more than fifty dollars, but no prosecution shall be 
brought for any such violation until four weeks after notice has 
been given by the inspector to such owner, lessee, or occupant, 
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of any changes necessary to be made to comply with the pro- 
visions of said sections, and not then, if, in the meantime, such 
changes have been made in accordance with such notification. 
Nothing herein shall limit the right of a person injured to bring 
an action to recover damages. 

Notices of Inspector. 

§4523. The orders and notices given by the inspector under 
this chapter shall be written or printed, signed by him officially, 
and may be served by himself or any proper officer or indifferent 
person, by leaving an attested copy thereof with or at the usual 
p'ace of abode of the person upon whom service is to be made; 
a id the notice, properly indorsed with the doings of the person 
or officer serving the same, shall be returned to the office of the 
town clerk of the town in which is located the factory, building, 
or business to which such notice appertains, where it shall be 
kept on file. Such notice, or copies thereof duly certified by 
the town clerk, shall be prima facie evidence that notice was 
given as therein appears. Notice to one member of a firm shall 
be notice to every member thereof, and notice to the president, 
secretary or treasurer of a corporation shall be notice to such 
corporation. The fees for serving such orders and notices, un- 
less served by the inspector, shall be the same as for the ser- 
vice of process in civil actions, and shall be included in the nec- 
essary expenses of the inspector. 

Appeal. 

§4524. Any person, firm or corporation aggrieved by any 
order of the factory inspector may appeal to the superior court 
in the county where the person, firm or corporation owns, 
leases or occupies the factory or building to which said order 
relates, within four weeks after notice of such order shall be 
given. Said appeals shall operate as a supersedeas, shall be 
made in writing, and shall contain a brief statement of the 
facts and reasons of appeal and a citation to the inspector to 
appear before said court, and said court or a judge thereof 
may direct the time of appearance and the manner of service. 
Said court may review the doings of the factory inspector, con- 
firm, change, or set them aside, and make such orders in the 
premises, including orders as to costs, as it may find to be proper 
and equitable. 

Office of Inspector. 

§4525. The comptroller shall provide suitable rooms in the 
capitol for the inspector, and furnish him blank forms for 
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the notices and orders required by this chapter, and for annual 
reports. The inspector shall keep in books provided by the 
comptroller copies of all notices and orders given by him, and 
a record of all inspections and examinations made; and upon 
the expiration of his term of office shall file his books of record 
with the secretary of state. 

Examination of Tenement Houses. 

§4527. The inspector shall, as often as practicable, examine 
all buildings, apartments, rooms and places in any tenement 
or dwelling house used for residential purposes and used in 
whole or in part by others than the immediate members of the 
family therein, for the manufacture of artificial flowers, purses, 
cigars, cigarettes, or any article of wearing apparel intended for 
sale. 

Inspector to be Notified of Work Carried On. 

§4528. The persons engaged in the manufacture of such 
goods in such premises within thirty days after beginning such 
manufacture shall notify said inspector of the location of said 
workrooms, the nature of the work there carried on, and trie 
number of persons therein employed. 

Sanitary Condition of Workrooms. 

§4529. The person operating said workrooms shall keep the 
same at all times in a clean and sanitary condition, properly 
lighted, ventilated and fit for the occupancy of the persons en- 
gaged in work therein. The inspector or any of his special 
agents shall notify the owner of such premises, and the person 
using the same for the purposes set forth in §4527, to provide 
ample means for lighting or ventilating such workrooms, and to 
put the same in a clean, sanitary, and fit condition for occu- 
pancy for said work; and if said notification be not complied 
with in thirty clays after the service of such notice, said inspector 
or any of his special agents shall cause complaint to be made to 
the proper prosecuting authority. 

Penalty. 

§4530. Every person, firm or corporation owning, using, or 

occupying any workroom for the purpose specified in §4527 

shall, for the violation of any provision of §4528 or §4529 be 
fined not more than five hundred dollars. 
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f 
Toilet Rooms in Foundries. 

Section i. The factory inspector shall have power and au- 
thority by order to that effect to require the proprietor of any 
foundry in this state in which ten or more men are employed, 
and situated in a locality where there is such system for the dis- 
posal of sewage as to make such order practicable, to provide 
for the use of such employes a toilet room of such suitable di- 
mensions as such inspector may determine, containing wash- 
bowls or sinks connected with running water, with facilities for 
heating the same, such room to be directly connected with such 
foundry building, properly heated, ventilated, and protected from 
the dust of said foundry. 

Sec. 2. Any person, company, or corporation failing to com- 
ply with such order shall be fined not more than fifty dollars 
in each prosecution for such neglect or refusal to obey such 
order. 

Approved, June 15, 1905. 

Regulations Concerning Elevators. 

§2614. No person, partnership, or corporation shall permit 
or employ a person under the age of sixteen years to have the 
care, custody, operation, or management of an elevator. Every 
person, partnership or corporation violating any provision of 
this section shall forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars for 
each offense. 

Seats to be Provided for Female Employes. 

§4703. Every person, partnership or corporation, employing 
females, in any mercantile, mechanical, or manufacturing es- 
tablishment shall furnish and provide suitable seats for the use 
of all females so employed, and shall permit the use of such seats 
by said females when they are not necessarily engaged in the ac- 
tive duties for which they are employed. Every person, partner- 
ship or corporation violating any provision of this section shall 
be fined not more than fifty dollars. 
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GENERAL, PROVISIONS CONCERNING PUBLIC SAFETY. 

CHAPTER 154. 

Safe Exit to be Provided for Public Buildings. 

§2607. In all cities the common council, in all boroughs the 
warden and burgesses, and in all towns and parts of a town 
not within the limits of a city or borough, the selectmen, shall 
require that all churches, school houses, and public halls that 
are used for lectures, amusements, exhibitions, or assemblages 
of people, shall be provided with ample facilities for safe and 
speedy entrance and exit in case of necessity, be arranged so 
as to promote the comfort and safety of persons visiting them, 
and be closed till such requirements are complied with; and any 
city, borough, or town may make suitable by-laws regarding 
the same. 

Penalty for Failure to Close Buildings. 

§2608. Every person who shall let or use any such building 
for such purpose after it shall have been ordered to be so closed 
shall be fined one hundred dollars. 

Order Closing Building; Appeal From. 

§2609. Every person aggrieved by an order directing the 
closing of such a building may appeal therefrom to a judge of 
the superior court, who shall, on notice, inquire into the facts 
by a committee or otherwise, may make such order in the prem- 
ises as to him may seem proper, and tax costs in favor of the 
prevailing party and issue execution therefor. 

Powers of Common Councils over Buildings. 

§2610. The common council of each city may make ord- 
inances to prevent the erection of unsafe buildings therein; 
provide for the examination of all plans and specifications of 
proposed buildings; provide for the inspection of all buildings 
in process of erection; make general rules regarding the mate- 
rials to be used in ! lilding and the manner of using the same; 
prohibit the erection of any building not in conformity with such 
rules or the plans and specifications of which shall not have 
been examined and approved in accordance with such ordinances ; 
and provide for the appointment of an inspector of buildings. 
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Inspection and Examination of Buildings. 

§261 t. The selectmen of any town, the common council of 
any citv, and the warden and burgesses of any borough, may, 
and on written application of any of its inhabitants shall, ex- 
amine any building or proposed building therein with reference 
to its safety, after reasonable notice to the owner or builder 
and occupant, and may make such written order relative to its 
construction, maintenance, protection, repairs, or removal as 
they may deem proper; an attested copy of which order shall 
be left by some proper officer with or at the usual place of abode 
of such occupant, and such owner or builder rf resident in this 
state. 

Owner May Appeal from Order. 

§2612. Said owner, builder, or occupant, may appeal from 
such order to the superior court of the county in which said 
building is, or to a judge of said court in vacation, by a petition, 
to which shall be annexed a citation to the town, city or borough, 
which shall be served within three days after the service of such 
order, and be returnable within three days after the service of 
such petition, and upon such petition such court or judge shall 
appoint three disinterested freeholders to view the premises and 
report to such court or judge such an order as they may deem 
expedient in reference thereto, which, being accepted, shall be- 
come effectual between the parties to the appeal; and said court 
or judge may award coats at discretion. 

Execution of Orders not Complied with. 

§2613. If a final order shall not be executed within ten days 
after its service by copy, or, if made on appeal, within ten days 
after its acceptance by such court or judge, the selectmen, com- 
mon council, or warden and burgesses, shall execute it, and the 
person who failed to comply with it shall pay to the town, city, 
or borough the expense of its execution, and be fined not more 
than one thousand dollars. 
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STEAM BOILERS. 

CHAPTER 292. 

Inspectors; Appointment; Duties* 

§4890. The gpvernor shall appoint in each congressional dis- 
trict, a suitable person to inspect steam boilers used for man- 
ufacturing, heating, and mechanical purposes, who shall hold 
office for three years. Said inspector shall, as often as once in 
each year, carefully inspect every such boiler in his district, 
and, if he finds such boiler to be in good order and free from 
weakness and material defects he shall give a certificate of in- 
spection to the person using same; but any company incorpo- 
rated by any state of the United States, for the purpose of mak- 
ing inspection of steam boilers, and that maintains a corps of 
steam boiler inspectors, and has complied with the insurance laws 
of this state, may issue certificates of inspection in lieu of those 
issued by the inspectors appointed by the governor, provided, 
a policy of insurance is issued covering loss or damage to per- 
son or property arising from the explosion of the boiler or boilers 
so inspected: and the boilers on which such certificates have 
been issued shall be exempt from inspection by the steam boiler 
inspectors of the state. 

Defective Boilers; Proceedings, 

§4891. If said inspector finds any boiler out of order, ma- 
terially weak, or defective, he shall advise its owner, lessee, or 
user as to its necessary repairs, and if such repairs are not made, 
he may call in an inspector from ail adjoining district, and if 
they agree that such boiler is not in proper condition, they shall 
give written notice to its owner, lessee, or user not to use it 
until such repairs are made as said inspector shall specify, or 
if they are of the opinion that it is utterly worthless, or that its 
use will endanger the public safety, they shall forbid its use. 

Local Inspection System. 

§4892. The provisions of §4890 and §4891 shall not apply to 
any city or town having a system of boiler inspection, unless ac- 
cepted and adopted by it. 
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Inspectors 9 Fees. 

§4893. The fees of the inspectors shall be five dollars for 
the inspection of a boiler exceeding ten-horse power and two 
dollars for inspecting a boiler not exceeding ten-horse power, 
but boilers not exceeding five-horse power, owned by farmers, 
may be inspected once in two years at a fee of two dollars. Said 
fees may be recovered from the owner or the user of the boiler 
inspected. 

Penalties. 

§4894. Every person who shall neglect or refuse to have any 
steam boiler used by him inspected, or shall suffer it to carry a 
greater pressure of steam than it is allowed by the certificate of 
the inspector, shall be fined not more than two hundred dollars. 

Penalty for Use of Condemned Boiler. 

§4895. Every person who shall use any steam boiler after 
its use is forbidden by the inspectors shall be fined not more 
thail one thousand dollars, or imprisoned not more than six 
months, or both. 

Penally for False Certificate. 

§4896. Every inspector who shall wilfully and knowingly 
falsely certify to the condition of any boiler inspected by him, 
or who shall issue a certificate without having made a careful 
inspection, as provided in §4890, shall be fined not more than 
five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more than six months, or 
both. 

Locomotive and Heating Boilers Not Included. 

§4897. The provisions of this chapter shall not apply to the 
boilers of locomotive engines, or to boilers used exclusively for 
heating private residences. 

Incompetent Operator ; How Removed. Penalty. 

§4898. Whenever in the opinion of the inspectors any per- 
son operating a steam boiler, subject by law to their inspection, 
shall, by reason of intemperate habits, or for any other cause, 
be incompetent to safely operate such boiler, said inspector 
shall order the discharge of such person, and serve written 
notice to that effect upon his employer. If at the expiration 
of thirty days from the serving of such notice such employer 
shall have failed to comply with the requirement thereof, he 
shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars. 
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FIRE ESCAPES. 
CHAPTER 155. 

Fire Escapes to be Provided, 

§2628. Every story above the first story of a building used 
as a school house, orphan asylum, insane asylum, reformatory, 
opera house, hall for public assemblies, boarding house accom- 
modating-more than twelve persons, or tenement house occupied 
by more than five families, shall be provided with more than 
one way of egress, by stairways on the inside or fire escapes on 
the outside of such building. Said stairways and fire escapes 
shall at all times be kept free from obstructions and shall be 
accessible from each room in every story above the first story. 

Fire Escapes in Hotels. 

§2629. If any building specified in §2628, or any work shop, 
manufactory, hotel, boarding house, tenement house, or other 
building used, in whole or in part, for any of the purposes there 
specified, or in which more than twenty persons shall be employed 
above the first story, shall be more than two stories in height, 
it shall be provided with at least one fire escape, of iron or other 
incombustible materials, on the outside of said building; unless, 
in the opinion of the authority inspecting the same, such build- 
ing is sufficiently supplied with safe and proper means of egress ; 
and if such buildings shall be more than one hundred and fifty 
feet in length, it shall be provided with one such fire escape for 
every one hundred and fifty feet, or fractional part thereof ex- 
ceeding fifty feet, and such fire escape shall be conveniently ac- 
cessible from each story of said building. 

Penalty. 

§2630. The owner of every such building shall provide such 
fire escapes and means of egress, or cause the same to be pro- 
vided, and, if he shall neglect to do so for a period of three 
months after notice from the building inspector or other proper 
authority, he shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars, 
or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

Duties of Building Inspectors. 

§2631. The building inspector of each city, the warden of 
each borough, or the first selectman of each town not having a 
building inspector, either by himself or by some proper person 
appointed by him, shall inspect all the above named buildings 
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at least once each year between April first and October first, 
and shall see that the provisions of § §2628, 2629, and 2630 are 
complied with; and for such purpose he shall have the right 
to enter any of said buildings in the day time, between the hours 
of nine and five o'clock. Said city, borough, or town shall fix 
and pay the compensation for all such services. 

Fire Escape Appliances. 

§2632. Every owner, lessee, proprietor, or manager of a 
hotel shall cause to be placed a knotted rope or other better 
appliance, for use as a fire escape, in every room of said hotel 
used as a lodging room except rooms on the ground floor ; which 
knotted rope or other better appliance shall be securely fastened 
to a suitable iron hook or eye to be securely screwed into one of 
the joists or timbers next adjoining the frame of one of the win- 
dows of said room at least five feet from the floor, which rope 
shall be at all times kept coiled and exposed to the plain view 
of any occupant of said room; the coil to be fastened in such 
manner as to be easily and quickly loosened and uncoiled ; such 
rope shall contain knots not more than eighteen inches apart 
and a loop on the end at least three inches in length, and shall 
not be less than one-half inch in diameter, and of sufficient 
length to reach- from the window to the ground. Such rope, 
iron hook or eye, and fastenings shall be of sufficient strength 
to sustain a weight of four hundred pounds, and there shall be 
plain printed directions how to use such rope or other better ap- 
pliance posted within six inches of the hook or eye to which the 
rope is fastened. 

Penalty. 

§2633. Every person violating any provision of §2632 shall 
be fined not more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than six months, or both. 

Inspection of Hotels. . 

§2634. The inspector of buildings of any city, borough or 
town, or if there be no such officer, the chief engineer or the offi- 
cer performing the duty of chief engineer of the fire department, 
or if there be neither of such officers, then the mayor of a city, 
the warden of a borough, or the first selectman of every town, 
in the month of July of each year, shall inspect every room of 
every hotel, in such city, borough, or town, and shall ascertain 
if the provisions of §2632 are complied with, and report the con- 
dition of the rope or other better appliance to the common coun- 
cil of such city, the court of burgesses of the borough, or the 
board of selectmen of the town, as the case may be.

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Laws Relating to Inspection of 
Bakeries 



Section I. Section 2569 of the general statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: Every building or room occupied 
as a bakery shall be drained and plumbed in a manner conducive 
to its healthful and sanitary condition, and constructed with 
air shafts and windows or ventilating pipes sufficient to insure 
ventilation, as the factory inspector shall direct. Every bakery 
shall be provided with a washroom and water-closet apart from 
the bakeroom and rooms where the manufacturing of such food 
products is conducted ; no water-closet, earth-closet, privy, or 
ash pit shall be within or communicate directly with a bake shop. 
Rooms used for the manufacture of flour or meal food shall be 
at least eight feet in height; the side walls of such rooms shall 
be plastered or wainscoted, the ceiling plastered or ceiled with 
lumber or metal, and if required by the factory inspector, shall 
be whitewashed at least once in three months; the furniture, 
utensils, and floor of such rooms shall be kept in healthful sani- 
tary condition. The manufactured flour or meal food products 
shall be kept in dry, clean and airy rooms. The sleeping places 
for persons employed in a bakery shall be separate from the 
rooms where food products are manufactured or stored. After 
inspection the factory inspector shall issue a certificate to the 
owner or operator of such bakery that it is conducted in com- 
pliance with the provisions of law, which said certificate shall 
be kept posted by the owner or operator of such bakery in a con- 
spicuous place in his bake shop : but where orders are issued by 
said inspector to improve the condition of a bakery, no such cer- 
tificate shall be issued until such orders shall have been complied 
with. 

Sec. 2. No room or rooms either wholly or partly under- 
ground, not now used as a bakery, shall hereafter be used as a 
bakery. No room or rooms wholly or partly underground, now 
used as a bakery, which shall hereafter be closed, shall be again 
used as a bakery. 

Sec. 3. No room or rooms wholly or partly underground 
which shall have been closed on account of fire, attachments, 
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observance of religious ceremonies, or quarantine regulations, 
shall be deemed to be closed within the meaning of this act. 

Sec. 4. A bake shop shall be deemed to be closed whenever, 
for any reason except those specified in section three, the busi- 
ness of baking for the public shall be suspended therein. 

Sec. 5. Every person who violates any provision of this act 
shall be subject to the penalties provided by section 2572 of the 
general statutes. 

Approved, April 12 , 1905. 

Duty of Employer. 

§2570. No employer shall permit any person to work in his 
bake shop who is affected with pulmonary tuberculosis, scrofu- 
lous or venereal disease, or with a communicable skin affection, 
and every employer shall maintain himself and his employees in 
a clean and sanitary condition while engaged in the manufacture, 
handling or sale of such food products. 

Factory Inspector's Orders. 

§2571. The owner, agent, or lessee of any property used as 
a bakery shall, within thirty days after the service of notice 
upon him of an order issued by the factory inspector, comply 
therewith, or cease to use or to allow the use of such premises 
as a bake shop ; such notice shall be in writing and may be served 
upon such owner, agent or lessee, either personally or by mail, 
and a notice by registered letter, mailed to the last known ad- 
dress of such owner, agent, or lessee, shall be sufficient service. 

Penalty. 

§2572. Every person who violates any provision of §§2569, 
2570, or 2571, or who fails to comply with an order of the fac- 
tory inspector, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars for the 
first offense, not more than one hundred dollars or imprisoned 
not more than ten days for the second offense, and not more 
than two hundred dollars and imprisoned riot more than thirty 
days for each subsequent offense.
